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DEMAND FOR BACON. 
From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


With one or two exceptions, demand for 
most commodities in the provision trade has 
been on steady consumptive lines, and values 
occasionally show an upward tendency. In 
bacon a very demand has been ex- 

rienced for the cheaper cures, which have 

well cleared, with sellers occasionally 
asking a premium on official rates for this 
class, Irish continues firm on short sup- 
plies, Danish has been fairly steady, al- 
though demand could hardly. be described as 
brisk. At the weekly meeting of the Man- 
chester Bacon Committee Continental! 
cures were advanced, Danish being officially 
2s., Swedish 3s., Dutch 4s. and Polish 5s. 
per cwt. dearer. It is reported that arrange- 
ments are being made with the several ex- 
porting countries for further restrictions of 
supplies intended for this country, with 

ted monthly reductions to be made for 
the next four months, Business in hams is 
also showing signs of activity. The Danish 
official quotation. for butter has been wired 
five kroner higher, and ‘‘top’’ now stands 
at 175 kroner per 100 kilos; at the corre- 
sponding period of last oP ap the figure was 
205 kroner, and in 1951 kroner. The spot 
market closes firm, and Scandinavian makes 
have advanced about 4s. per cwt. on the 
week. New Zealand and Anustralian also 
firm and occasionally dearer. The egg trade 
is somewhat difficult to gauge; practically no 
Continentals are offering on spot, and other 
descriptions are also in small compass, but 
buyers are operating very cautiously, not- 
withstanding the near approach of Shrove 
Tuesday. 


STATISTICS OF IMPORTS. 

According to official return, imports 
of bacon dari the month. of January, 
although somewhat heavier than in De- 
cember, were generally on a lower scale 
than during 1982. Compared with January 
of last year, imports from Denmark fell by 
7,000 tons to 26,000 tons; those from the 
Netherlands rose by 4,100 tons to 5,300 tons 
and those from Barada w 950 tons to 
1,100 tons, but comparatively little change 
occurred in receipts from other sources. Ar- 
rivals of hams were about one-half as large 
again as in January of last year, increases 
being recorded in receipts from the Irish 
Free State, Canada, the United States and 
the Argentine, Imports of fresh pork, all 
from the Irish Free State, were slightly 
higher than a year earlier. Butter 
continued to arrive in substantial 
quantities, the month’s total being 16 per 
cent. above the average for the time of the 

ear. Compared with January, 1952, the 
argest increase occurred in receipts from 
Australia, but New Zealand and Denmark 
supplied about the same quantity as twelve 
months earlier. There was comparatively 
little change in imports from other sources. 
The import of eggs continued at a low rate 
and the month’s total was the smallest re- 
corded in any month since February, 1929. 
The ‘heaviest decreases compared with 
January, 1932, were from rk and Bel- 

ium. Smaller decreases took place in arrivals 
rom several other countries, but receipts from 
Australia, China and Egypt were substantially 
heavier than a year earlier. 
LIVE STOCK. . 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day a fairly substantial decrease was report 
in the number of fat cattle penned with Irish 
sharing in the decline in a proportionate ex- 
tent, but lambs were offered in larger num- 
bers. Canadian cattle to the number of 44, 
mainly strong bullocks, made about 7}d. per 
Ib,, and the quality and condition was satis- 
factory. A steady demand was experienced 
for the smaller supplies of fat cattle, and 
values generally ruled firm. Lambs cleared 
readily at advanced prices as compared with 
the previous week. At the Manchasiit Pig 
Market supplies were rather on the short side. 
With weather conditions favourable to busi- 
ness demand was very fair, with prices firm 
and tending in. sellers favour. ere was a 
quiet feeling at the Manchester Dead Meat 
Market during the early part of the week, but 
there was an improved demand in most de- 

artments at the close, Quotations for both 
fome-killed and imported meat have been 
steady throughout the week. 

In dead Fa good chickens are searce, 
and held for full rates. There is, however, 
little change to note in other descriptions. 
The colder weather hus been by no means 
favourable to the salmon trade, but Irish 
showed little change on the week, and is 
again quoted at 2s.

In part this 
increase is due to the rise in the average pro- 
ductivity of the hen, but the main factor has 
been the large and continuous additions to 
the home flocks, the numbers of adult birds 
having risen from 15 million in 1924 to 23} 
million in 1931. In the case of duck eggs, 
the output has fallen over the period 
in spite of the allowance for an increased 
áil per bird, the numbers of adult ducks 
having declined materially. 

The —s include eggs used for hatching, 
the numbers of which re estimated very 
tentatively to have been 75 million hen’ éggs 
and four million duck eggs in 1930-51. 


POULTRY FOR FOOD. 

In 1924-25 it was estimated that some 15 
million fowls, 1,700,000 ducks, 450,000 geese 
and 500,000 turkeys were killed for food in 
that year, In 1930-31 the sample was con- 
siderably larger. From the imformation 
given, however, if seems reasonable to esti- 
mate the a vig * & for food in 1930-31 as 
follows :—Fowls, 22 million; ducks, 2,200,000 ; 
geese, 550,000; turkeys, 550,000. These esti- 
mates correspond reasonably well with those 
made in 1924-25, with the exception of ducks, 
the figure for which seems to require amend- 
ment to about 2,200,000,

LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS.

from St, John, with 2,242 boxes, etc., of 
meat; the Port Melbourne, from Australia. 
with 32,975 sheep and lamb carcases and 174 
quarters of beet ; the Adriatic, from New 
York, with 988 boxes of pork and 236 boxes 
of meat; and the Manchester Division, from 
St. John, with 381 cattle—making a total of 
381 cattle, 116,961 sheep and lamb carcases, 
1,575 cases, ete., of pork, sides of veal, 
6,530 bags, etc., of meat, and 37,643 quarters 
of beef. Compared with the arrivals of the 
preceding week, these figures show an in- 
crease of 40 cattle and 22,335 sheep and

THE BIG GOLD INFLUX. 


CONTINENTAL CONDITIONS.

(From OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. |) 


(Undoubtedly the principal development in 
the world of finance recently is the acquisition 
“of gold by the Bank of England, but too 
may be made of the fact that in a 
period of four weeks that institution in- 
creased its stock by fully £20,000,000. The 
inflow is the result of the receut flight from 
the dollar, and the foreign balances which 
have come here in consequence are regarded 
as “bad money ” in London, because they 
are liable to be withdrawn virtually without 
notice. The business by which foreign cur- 
rencies sold here in order to invest in sterling 
are turned into gold is somewhat compli- 
cated, but it follows that a material change, 
leading to the offer of sterling, would pro- 
bably necessitate the sale of at least part of 
the gold just acquired by the Bank of 
England. It would be foolish, therefore, to 
raise prices of gilt-edged securities or to 
lower market discount rates appreciably be- 
cause of the augmentation of the Bank’s gold 
stock. 


CONVERSION SCHEMES. 


Recent conversion operations stress the 
fact that the present time is a very unsatis- 
factory one for investors. Those with avail- 
able capital find it extremely difficult to 
acquire good securities to yield much over 4 
per cent., and if they want the best they 
must be content with 34 or 3} per cent. 
Many others find that, while they hold satis- 
factory securities, they cannot be sure of 
retaining them if repayment can be effected, 
as witness the operations proposed by the 
P. and O. Co., Vickers and the Gaumont 
Pictures Corporation. In the case of the 
New South Wales stock, maturing on July 
ist next, a conversion would have been 
Jaunched in any case, and it is fortunate for 
Australia that very cheap money enables the 
scheme to be carried through on relatively 
favourable terms. Things have greatly 
changed since New South Wales and some 
other Australian Government stocks were 
available on a 10 per cent. basis, or more, 


CO -IDITIONS ABROAD. 


It is difficult to take a cheerful view of 
conditions abroad. It is still hoped that 
the trouble in the Far East may be term)- 
nated without very serious fighting, but the 
prospect of this is not very bright. The 
situation in Germany is giving some concern, 
and this may partly account for the recent 
weakness of some Continental bourses, par- 
ticularly Amsterdam and _ Brussels, from 
‘which centres selling orders have been 
received in London for some of the 
more active international securities, such 
as Brazilian Traction, Hydro-Electric securi- 
ties, Unilever, Royal Dutch Oil, and Shells 
Financial difficulties have heen reported in 
the centres mentioned. Evidently, too, there 
is a fear that Holland may abandon the gold 
standard, and to this is attributed the recent 
selling on Dutch account. Because of the 
conditions mentioned the firmness shown by 
European Government issues some time ago 
has now almost disappeared. Similarly, 
Brazilian Bonds have gone back considerably. 
and South American railway stocks are still 
a very unsatisfactory market. 


MINING SHARE TRUST. 


It would have been more satisfactory if 
the fixed trust to operate in Transvaal gold 
shares had been formed under British instead 
of Swiss auspices. [It is located abroad in 
order that the foreign participants will not 
have to reclaim British income tax deducted 
from the dividends, but probably there will 
be &a similar undertaking in which British 
interests only are concerned.

‘The general 
tendency has been dull, owing to the various 
dividend cuts announced and the situation 
in the Far East, the latter having particn- 
larly affected British American Tobacco and, 
in sympathy, Imperials. The shares of com- 
panies that use motor lorries largely, such 
as International Tea and Unite airies, 
have been sold because of the prospect of 
increased taxation of guch vehicles. Certain 
other shares, among them Tate and Lyle, 
Woolworths and Austin Motor, have shown 
considerable strength for no particular reason, 
and the belief that the beer duty will be re- 
duced has led to a considerable recovery in 
Brewery shares. Speaking generally the 
holders of sound Industrial Ordinary shares 
should not be worried by price fluctuations, 
especially as in scme cases the weakness is 
largely due to bear selling. 


FULLY VALUED SECURITIES. 


Still, it must be admitted that in certain 
vases prices had been previously carried too 
high. A somewhat extreme example of this 
is General Electric Ord, quoted at 42s., or on 
a yield basis of about 3j per cent., assuming 
that the dividend is maintained at 8 per cent. 
Holders of these shares might consider the 
question of an exchange into something more 
reasonab/y valued, for example Enfield Cable, 
a very sound company, which has just de- 
clared a final dividend again, making 25 per 
cent. forthe year.

Althongh the volume of trading passing 1 
the London Stock Markets on Saturday was 
op rather modest lines, a satisfactory tone 
prevailed. Indeed, despite the slackness of 
attention the tendency at the close was firmer 
than at any period of the session, and in a 
number of directions imitial a 
were more than made good. ‘The list of 
price movements registered at the end, there- 
fore, made a favourable showing, with seve- 
ral outstanding features of strength apparent. 
The principal feature was the sharp recovery 
in German Bonds, while among Industrials, 
strong spots were provided by Unilevers, 
which advanced smartly on bear closing. 
Little of interest transpired among British 
Funds, but quotations, with the exception 
af the 34 per cent. Conversion Loan, which 
lost +¢ to 983, were not materially altered. 
Foreign Government stocks : 
only a very moderate amount of attention, 
and, apart from German Sevens, which 
rallied smartly to 884, and the 54 per cent., 
which closed at 75), quotations remained 
much the same as at the previous close. 
Chinese and Japanese descriptions were 1n- 
clined to awitdls further, but actual move- 
ments were of little account. British Rails 
commenced on a dull note, and although be- 
coming steadier later, failed to regain the 
early josses. Colonial and Foreign Rails, 
while continuing rather quiet, staged a good 
recovery, and some substantial improvements 
were scored.

(says the Hvening Standard): The electricity

Some of the leading issues are now 
standing at new high-record prices, the per- 
sistent demand, coupled with scanty supply, 
having sent quotations above the 1928-29 
levels. Many buyers are concentrating on the 
Ordinary shares rather than the prior charge 
issues. While the best-secured preferences 
are now selling at prices which offer a vield 
of only 44 per cent.., the Ordinary shares of 
some of the big industrial suppliers can be 
ty to return 33 to over 4 per cent. Clyde 
Valley £1 shares, at 35s.

INTEREST IN GOLD SHARES. 

The shares of gold mining companies con- 
tinue to command a large proportion of 
Stock Exchange business (says The Sunday 
fnnes). Reckless speculation is replaced by 
discriminating buying. In South Africans 
the leading dividend-payers are especially 
favoured. There is a growing recognition 
of the fact that shares of this Bhascais offer 
the prospect of a iarger return than is 
obtainable upon Industrials, with less risk. 
Moreover, the holders of, say, Crown Mines 
or New Modders can watch the progress of 
the undertaking from month to month and 
varter to quarter. Buying for local, 
dohannesburg and Continental account has 
been supplemented by purchases for New 
York, several trust companies being in the 
field. The set-back at the end of the week 
was partly the result of a very natural spell 
of profit-taking following the agreement for 
the formation of a Coalition Government in 
South Africa. It cam be ignored by genuine 
holders. Nor is attention confined to South 
African descriptions. Among Rhodesians, 
Cam and Motor have come into prominence. 
The long-promised 7s. 6d. per share return of 
capital is to be made in the very near future, 
and, with this amount deducted from the 
price (£2 13s. 6d.), the shares will, it is 
argued, look cheap. Current earnings sug- 
gest distributions of at least 4s. per half- 
year, as against the recent rate of 2s.

When the late Mr. Frederick Wrench, 
who was formerly an official in the Land 
Commission, started off with his schemes 
for the improvement of Irish live-stock 
and poultry in the congested districts, he 
found the old native breeds of cattle use- 
less for either beef or milk. They were 


all types of the old worn-out, long-horned | 


cattle. He introfuced various breeds of 
cattle, and the storm of-protest which 
ensued when he proposed the introduction 
of the Yorkshire Hackney is still fresh in 
the public memory. Hunting men, and 
horse-dealers in particular, made a fierce 
attack on his scheme. They believed that 
the Hackney strain would injure the repu- 
tation of the Irish horse. Into Mayo and 
the West generally he introduced Spanish 
asses, but these animals, which have for a 
long time remained the depressed class 
among the animals of the world, do not 
seem to have taken root here. 

At present the herd of pedigree Short- 
horns at the farm is maintained with satis- 
factory results. Though a large amount of 
tillage is not possible on this farm, owing 
to the amount of accommodation necessary 
for the animals, root crops and hay 
sufficient to provide for their winter 
provender are always grown there. 


Grevhound ‘Racing. 


The dog racing epidemic which set in 
about five years ago here shows no sign 
of subsidence. Once again we are entering 
on a new season’s sport with the electric 
hare, if,: indeed, dog racing can be 
described as sport under these conditions. 
On March ist Shelbourne Park will hold 
its opening meeting, and on March 2nd the 
rival fixture at Harold’s Cross will take 
place. * The trials held recently at this 
track have been so eagerly followed by 
large crowds of people that one may safely 
predict very large attendances at the two 
tracks,when the season opens. It is quite 
obvious that the public still believes that 


‘greyhound racing is the only activity which 


garries money in its wake these hard times. 

Fear* has been expressed, however, in 
well informed greyhound circles that the 
removal of the tote from the English tracks 
will have an adverse effect upon the sale of 
Irish ‘dogs. In recent years greyhounds 
were fetchirig as much as one paid for a 
top-class hunter in the old days—but these 
prices, were, always paid by Englishmen 
for Irislt greyhounds. 

The trials indicate & marked improve- 
ment in‘the' Irish greyhound this year. 
Many ,of them have impressed the best 
judges very favourably.

I had an opportunity of seeing some 
charming examples of his work. He is, of 
course, principally a marine painter, and 
his reputation was primarily established 
by some beautiful studies of sunsec and 
moonlight effects along the Cornish coast. 
For the past few years Mr. Oisson has 
done a good deal of painting in Ireland, 
both in the south and west, and also in 
Donegal, He is a gold medalist of the 
Paris Salon, and his work is represented 
in many British and foreign collections. 
The examples which have been hung from 
time to time in the Royal Academy and 
also in the Royal Hibernian Academy 
show that this distinguished painter has 
been very successful in catching the atmos- 
phere of Irish coastal scenery. One of the 
pictures on which he is engaged at present 
is a moonlight view of Killiney Strand 
from Vico road, and this painting is, I 
understand, to go to the Royal Academy 
this year. Mr. Olsson told me that since 
he came over at Christmas he ‘has been 
charmed not only with the scenery in the 
Killiney district, but also with its climate, 
which he considers as mild and equable 
as that of the south of France. I have 
often noticed that some successful artists, 


‘and most of the unsuccessful, find it 


necessary to conform to the popular con- 
ception of the part, but there it nothing 
of that kind about Mr. Olsson. In appear- 
ance and manner he is more like an officer 
in the Navy, as, indeed, he was during the 
period of the war. 


Dublin Prisons. 


My reference to the Bridewell has in- 
terested many correspondents. In answer 
to their queries I á 
present Bridewell (which, by the way, 
stands on the site formerly occupied by the 
warehouse owned by Oliver Bond) is a com- 
paratively new structure, and merely came 
into being with the new police - court 
system in the ’fifties. 

Among the older places.of detention 
which graced our city may be mentioned 
dne which stood on the present site of 
Trinity College. The most historic was 
that of old Newgate. which spanned the 
roadway at Cornmarket. The old prison 
was built in a square form, and had a 
tower at every angle, with 
between, through which traffic passed. [t 
was the only entrance to the city on the 
western side. 

I wonder how many of my readers know 
that some of the underground cells are stil] 
extent. They exist under the premises 
formerly occupied by Messrs. Webb and 
Co. 
Besides felons and malefactors, many 
have languished in its depths for con- 
science sake. Bishop Oliver Plunket was 
confined here in 1679. The Rev. T. Emyln 
was imprisoned in Newgate for publishing 
a treatise on Unitarian doctrine in 1704. 
Elizabeth Fletcher and Elizabeth Smith 
were committed to Newgate in 1665 hy 
the Lord Mayor for. having addressed the 
congregation of St. Andrew’s Church on 
the principles of the Society of Friends. 


Distinguished ‘Visitors. 


John Wesley preached in the jail in 
1767. He thus records it: “I preached 
in Newgate at two in the Common Hall, 
the jailor refusing us the room where we 
used to preach; but that is not the worst. 
I am afraid Our Lord refuses his blessing 
to this place. All the seed seems to fall 
by the wayside. I see no fruit of our 
labours.”’ 

The Richmond Bridewell was situated 
on the South Circular road near Clan- 
brassil street. It was converted into a 
soldiers’ barracks in the nineties of the 
last century, and became known as 
Wellington Barracks. The name has again 
been changed in recent times, and the old 
building is now known as Griffith 
Barracks. 

Here James Stephens, the Fenian 
leader, was imprisoned, and from these 
gloomy walls he was rescued under sen- 
sational circumstances in November, 1865. 

In Richmond Bridewell also were im- 
prisoned Smith O’Brien (a letter dated 
from the prison may be seen in the 
National Library) and others of the '48 
Jeaders. 
to reside a “ prisoner’’ in the Governor’s 
house some years earlier—1844.

Mr. R. O’Brolchain, of Dublin, contended 
that cattle-raising was not a natural develop- 
ment of Ireland, which now intended to pro- 
duce everything for itself. 

Mr. 8. Duggan, of Cork, said the economic 


war was forcing industrialisation where it 


was not suitable. 

Mr. P. Kiely, of Cork, urged that Ireland 

would benefit by the tilling of the cattle- 
rising land in the midlands, 
-?Proposed by Mr. L. Johnston and seconded 
by Mr. R. McKay, both of Belfast, the con- 
ference unanimously passed a resolution 
suggesting that economics ought to form part 
of the curriculum of elementary education,

The Rev. P. Gannon, 8.7J., Milltown Parr, 
made an appeal in the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, Donnybrook, Dublin, yesterday morn 
ing. on behalf of St. Mary Magdalen’s 
Asylum, Donnybrook, which was founded in 
1832 and is under the care of the Sisters of 
Charity.

CARDINAL MACRORY AND 
COMMUNISM. 


Cardinal MacRorv, Archbishop of Armagh, 
refers to the recent general election, which, 
he states, he believes was fought on all sides 
honourably and creditably, and most ce- 
fully, considering the gravity of the issues 
and the intensity of feeling. He utters a 
warning against bitterness, and counsels 
willing obedience to the Government that has 
been lawfully set up. 

Continuing, the Pastoral states :—'' As you 
all know, there is great poverty. In those 
towns especially in which the mulls or 
factories are closed there is much unemploy- 
ment and real want. © The hard cases are 
not those of the people accustomed to go 
round looking for help. The really hard 
cases are those of families accustomed to 
earn their bread, but now unable to find 
work; of those too proud or too decent and 
sensitive to make their trying condition 
known. To assist such families is the highest 
charity, and all who can afford it are bound 
in charity to help them. It most towns—and it 
is in the towns that the want is greatest— 
there isa branch of the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul, and im some a branch also of the 
Society of the Ladies of Charity.

will know who are in real need,”’ 


EUCHARISTIC CONGRESS. 


The Cardinal also alludes to the Eucharistic 
Congress—‘‘that wonderful, soul-stirring 
scene. It was a faithful nation’s heartfelt 
homage to her Eucharistic Kin:. and, as the 
Holy Father said to me recenily, it was @ 
triumph for the Catholic Church.” 

“New times bring new dangers,” the 
Pastoral coutinues, “and just now our 
country, like so many others, is threatened 
with the blasphemous propaganda of Com- 
munism. Í have no fear for the result if 
our people, young and old, get to understand

that some seem to look to Russa as their 
spiritual home. 

Dr. Keane adds:—‘'We know how good 
and religious our people are, but this, not- 
withstanding, it is possible that owing to 
insidious propaganda and the ure of 
the times, some may be tempted to lend an 
ear to subversive doctrines, and find them- 
selves caught in the toils almost before they 
are aware of it. The ition, therefore, may 
well need to be made more secure by the 
taking of measures, calculated by their 
wisdom to win universal support, to improve 
the economic condition of the country.”

OUTBREAK IN GLAMORGAN. 


The Free State Department of Agriculture 
has been officially informed by the British 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries that an 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease has been 
confirmed near Llantrisant, Glamorgan. The 
Ministry bas made an Order, with immediate 


‘effect, declaring a foot-and-mouth disease in- 


fected area, which includes :— : 
In the County of Glamorgan—The City and 
County Borough of Cardiff and the County 
Borough of Merthyr Tydfil; the Boroughs of 
Cowbridge and Port Talbot, and certain 
arishes in this county and the adjoiming 
ounty of Monmonth. i 
i“ An ‘effect oí this Order is that Cardiff land- 
ing place íor animals is included in the in- 
fected area; and, consequently, animals 
intended for immediate slaughter only are 
allowed to be shipped from this country to 
Cardiff while Cardiff remains in the ‘infected 
area. 
IEFEECT ON BIRMINGHAM 
PIG MARKET. 

The Free State Department of Agriculture 
has also been officially: informéd that the 
British Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
have made an order in connection with the 
ig market at Montague street, Birmingham. 
bis order allows of the movement of swine 
intended for immediate slaughter to that 
niarket with a licence granted hx-an inssyctor 
of the: local authority of. the City oi Bir- 
mingham. No such licence will be’ granted 


foe moventent of swine from premises situa- 


ated: in an infected area other than the in- 


is situated. Furthermore, a licence will not 
be. issued unless the owner of the swine 
signs and gives to the local authority an 
umidertaking m a prescribed form»to the effect 
that he will not claim any compensation 
for the animals desired to be moved under 
licence to the market, in excess of the sum 
received by the Minister for Agriculture and 
Fisheries on sale of the carcases, if, after 
their. arrival in the infected area, they are 
slanghtered by the Minister under his powers 
relating to foot-and-mouth disease. The 
owner must also undertake to’ indemnify 
the Minister against any claims for such 
compensation for Monga in excess of such 
sum, as aforesaid, which may be made by 
any other person. 

Swine can only be moved from the market 
with a licence of an inspector of the local 
anthority of the City of Birmingham, and 
then only to a slaughter-house or bacon 
factory approved’ by the inspector and 
‘situated in a foot-and-mouth disease infected 
area, which includes portions of the counties 
of Stafford, Warwick, Worcester and. Shrop- 
shire. No such licence will be granted unless

PEKING, Sunday. 
i AIE last night the Chinese troops 


evacuated Chaoyang, leaving behind 
them a burning city. Japanese aero- 
planes loaded with incendiary bombs, had 
started numbers of fires throughout the 
town. 

Four Chinese Brigades are now holding 
what is claimed to be a strong line from 
a point ten miles west of Chaoyang south- 
ward to the Jehol border at Paishihtsu, 
ten miles south of Lingnan. 

Along this line, sixty miles in length, 
thirty thousand Japanese troops—apart 
from the Manchukuo forces—are making 
their attack. 

The Chinese command states that the 
progress of the Japanese has now been 
checked. 


PLUCKY VOLUNTEERS, 

Kailu, like Chaoyang, has been aban- 
doned and is now a ruined city, the Japa- 
nese bombing having had a terrific effect. 
There are no regular Chinese troops in 
this region, and volunteers are et present 
bearing the brunt of the Japanese attack. 

The volunteers are now fighting at 
Tashintala, ten miles west of Kailu, but 
defence proving extremely difficult. 
This area is part of the Gobi desert, and 
the Chinese have found it impossible to 
maintain trenches or dug-outs against the 
Japanese air attacks and the fierce cold 
wind of the desert, which fills the trenches 
with sand in a few hours. 

Due to the impossibility of holding the 
country in the Kailu region, it is unlikely 
thet the Japanese will meet Chinese 
reguiars until they reach Chilfong, 150 
miles distant; but it is certain that along 
every inch of their advance they will be 
harried by the volunteers. 

It is realised here that the real test 
awaits China at Chihfeng and Lingyuan, 
but till those places are reached the 
Japanese advance will be made as costly as 
possible. 

The Chinese casualties reported in the 
course of this week's fighting amount to 
five hundred In Southern Jehol the 
weather is excellent, but in the Kailu 
region high winds, sandstorms and snow- 
storms continue, with exceedingly low 
temperatures.

“ No one can deny that the prosperity 
of the railways is essential to the prosperity 
of the country. I speak for the Govern- 
ment when I say that the Salter sag oe is 
being treated ‘as an urgent matter by the 
Government. The financial recommenda- 
tions, of course, are matters for the 
Budget, but so far as ail the loemaing con- 
ditions and restrictions are concerned, the 
Government intend to present their bill to 
Parliament before Easter. 

‘‘T hope that this controversy will not 
be turned into a dog fight between road 
and rail, because there is room for both. 
What is wanted is some common-sense co- 
ordinated scheme.” 

Dealing with the sent difficulties Jn 
the railways, Mr. Thomas said: I do not 
pretend that anybody can be satisfied wit 
the position as it was left by the last 
decision, but I hope that there will be— 
as I am sure there is on the part of the 
companies—a frank recognition that the 
whole method of strike and lock-out will 
only bring chaos, and that some machinery 
for adjusting these matters is more essen- 
tial in the railway interest than in any 
other. 

Turning to War debt payments, “ft. 
Thomas said that while Sir Ralph Wedg- 
wood's intimation on the American situa- 
tion undoubtedly reflected the; overwhelm- 
ing mass of opinion of the country, !t 
must not be forgotten that Britain herself 
was a creditor, just as much as America, 
and that her ability to pay depended upon 
what she could collect from her debtors. 
The one hope was that they should not pe 
forced into a position of continuing a 
system which was ruinous to creditors and 
debtors alike. 

In a reference to the experience of Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald in being howled down 
on Friday night, Mr. Thomas said: This 
is an experience common to me, but it 
shows a very grave danger to democratic 
government. Mob law has never suc- 
ceeded in this country, and never will, and 
those people who think that by mob 
methods they can stifle public opinion are 
making a profound mistake.

En was defeated by six votes. Later 

r. Malan issued a statement of his 
position, which amounts to a reluctant 
and stringently conditional eccoptance of 
the coalition, but with the proviso that 
Dr. Malan and his followers dislike 
coalition. 

The statement accuses General Hertzog 
of having forced the Coalition on his party 
without consulting anyone, without any 
comprehensible reason, and in defiance of 
the formal resolution against coalition 
passed by the Nationalist Parliamentary 
Caucus less than a month ago, which has 
not been reseinded. 

It ~efers to a coalition as a ' period of 
very great danger ” for the Nationalist 
Party, and declares that Nationalist Party 
Ministers are liable to be corrupted in 
their party faith by membership of a 
National Government. It speaks of the 
‘“‘ capitalist tendencies ” of the South 
Africa Party, and more than implies that 
General Hertzog has fallen a victim to the 
wiles of these “ capitalists.’’ 

It is not likely (states The Times 
Correspondent) that General Hertzog will 
tolerate such a statement by a Cabinet 
colleague who, it is thought, is obviously 
manoeuvring to avoid the responsibility 
for a break and fix it on General Hertzog. 

No mention is made in any of the Coali- 
tion proposals of Mr. Tielman Roos, the 
‘‘ rebel ” Nationalist, whose prescription 
for South Africa’s ills has now been 
adopted.

The Times in a leading article to-day 
remarks that the motive force behind the 
new alliance between the two principal 
political parties in South Africa is the 
same as that which brought about the 
formation of the National Government in 
Great Britain, and which led later to a 
similar development in Australia. The 
final result of a confused series of poli- 
tical manceuvres is an agreement with the 
South African Party, under which General 
Hertzog is to remain Prime Minister, with 
General Smuts as his first lieutenant, and 
a Ministry composed in equal proportions 
of their followers. 

From many points of view this may 
be the happiest solution of the crisis. It 
gives the Union a really capable Govern- 
ment, commanding the allegiance of 
the great bulk of both parties, 
and fairly representative of the 
two white races. It should give 
a salutary check to the recrudescence 
of racialism, which has been among the 
most disquieting features of recent South 
African politics, 

The conclusion of the agreement, adds 
The Times, is clearly regarded in South. 
Africa as the most important event since 
the establishment of the Union, and as 
opening a new chapter in the relations of 
the two races. The National Government 
will undoubtedly be supported by the 
whole of the English-speaking population, 
and hy a majority of the Dutch, The main 
opposition is likely to come from the ex- 
treme Nationalist section in Cape Colony, 
led by Dr. Malan, but it is, perhaps, 
significant that, disliking as he does the 
whole idea of coalition, even Dr. Malan 
has felt compelled to accept the accom- 
plished fact, though reluctantly and with 
great suspicion. The main, fact that stands 
out is that the two main parties in South 
Africa have agreed for the time to cal] 
truce to their strife, and to join together in 
a common effort on behalf of their country.

Later in the day Inspector 
O'Connell came back and said to Detective 
Carberry: ‘‘ What did you do with those 
letters I gave you to give to Colonel 
Hogan?’ Carberry made no reply, bat 
beckoned O'Connell outside into a passage. 
He heard no conversation. 


A BURNED REGISTER. 


Detective-Officer Martin Hore, registry 
clerk in the Special Crimes Branch, sail 
that the documents received at the office 
were marked “ Secret.”

Replying to Mr. Martin Maguire, he 
said that the register of documents re- 
ceived down to last year had been 
destroyed.

RETURNING TO NORMAL.

DUBLIN, Saturday. 


AVING passed a day of complete dis- 
H organisation and discomfort on Friday, 

Dublin citizens awoke the next morn- 
ing to find that conditions, to all appear- 
ances, were almost back to normil. A thaw 
had set in during the night, and, although 
the snow lingered in many places, it did not 
take jong to go from the roois and streets. 
Its presence, however, was unpleasantly 
noticeable in the slushy conditions of the 
roads, for, while the fcetpaths were com- 
aratively clear, mounds of half-melted snow 
or accumulated at the sides of the streets, 
and crossing them was not an easy matter. 
Yesterday, however, the streets were almost 
clear of snow. : 

Inside the city the state of affairs was 
much better than it had been the day before. 
The tramway service was back to normal, 
and cars were no longer held up by shortage 
of current or by running off the rails. Shops, 
many of which had been closed down owing 
to the storm, were funct.oning as usual; 
clocks which had been stopped by the snow 
were working again; the electric hght (in the 
centre of the city at least) was burning 
steadily once more, and it was no longer an 
impossible matter to put a local call through 
on the telephone. 

The day was not a pleasant one; for there 
were frequent showers of rain, snow and 
sleet, but it was nothing when compared to 
the day before, which must have been the 
worst that Dublin has experienced for 
twenty or thirty years. The gale had died 
down almost altogether, and there were even 
intervals of bright sunshine. 


DUBLIN'S ISOLATION, 


But the impression of normality was little 
more than an illusion; for the snow has 
worked such havoe that it will be some time 
before ordinary conditions are again restored, 
Dublin, though carrying on much as usual, 
is virtually isolated from the rest of the 
country. Indeed, the lack of communication 
with the provinces is such that the full effects 
of the storm cannot be known here for several 
days. The telephone system on Saturday, 
though it was operating successfully for local 
calls, went no further; it was only late in 
the day that communication was established 
with Cork and Maryborough, and only a 
single line was working to either of these 
places. As regards England, the gitaation 
was even worse, and it was only for a short 
time that a connection was made between 
Dublin and London. 

It is impossible to tell exactly how bad the 
situation may be outside the city, and many 
anxious motorists spent Saturday morning in 
Others, 
less fortunate, have been marooned in snow- 
drifts within only ten or fifteen miles of the 
city, and it is known that many outlying 
villaces have been virtually isolated, and are 
in difficulties with regard to their food 
supplies. 


MISSING °BUSES. 


How bad the roads are may be judged from 
the situation of the “bus companies, On 
Saturday the Irish Omnibus Company had 
heard no news of fifty of their "buses which 
had been held up in various parts of the 
country, and, beyond knowing that they were 
stranded in the snow, could give no informa- 
tion as to what had happened them or where 
they. were. Fifteen "buses belonging to the 
Tramways Company also failed to turn up on 
Saturday morning, having been absent since 
the day before. It is known that one of them 
was “ditched” on the Skerries road, and 
that others were held up in the vicinity of 
Swords, Clondalkin and Tallaght. Not only 
the snow, but the storm, has been responsible 
for this; as, in many cases the roads are iIm- | 
passible, by reason of fallen trees. e con- 
ductor and driver of one of these ‘buses 
‘which arrived back in Dublin on Saturday 
morning) had spent the entire night in the 
vehicle. and their unpleasant experience has 
probably been shared by many others. Men are 
working on the routes, however, and it is 
hoped to have them reasonably clear before 

ng. 

. The T.0.C. had only two "buses on the road 
yesterday, owing to the state of the roads— 
one to Naas and one to Wexford. In the 
ordinary course they would have thirty-one 
‘buses running in the Free State. 


THE ELECTRICITY 
LINES. 


; -- 


AN AERIAL SURVEY. 


‘Although most Dublin ge Ww have probably 
taken the restoration of the electric light 
more or less for granted, the situation was 
really much more serious than it might 
appear. The main transmission line between 
Ardnacrusha and Dublin (by which the city's 
supply is conveyed at normal times) has been 
broken through, and the current from the 
Shannon scheme has not been reaching the 
capital since the storm begun. If it were 
not for the “ stand-by” plant at the Pigeon 
House the city might now be in almost total 
darkness. Its existence, however, has saved 
the situation, although many of the suburbs 
have suffered from a lack of light. 
Yesterday, the Electricity Supply Board 
ntilised an aeroplane for the purpose of in-. 
specting the damage done by the storm. The 
machine first surveyed the 110,000 volts line 
from Inchicore to Maryborough, while’ the 
encineer, Mr. P, Byrne, kept a careful look- 
out for breaks. The 38,000 volts line from 
Athy to Monasterevan was next inspected in 
the same manner, after which the machine re- 
turned to Dublin and a full report was made. 
Men were engaged at repair work on the 
Athy line by the afternoon, and a further 
aerial survey was made to see how the work 
was progressing. The machine was one be- 
longing to the Iona National Airways Com- 
any, and the pilots on its two flights were 
Ir, St, John Kearney and Captain E. G. 
Stewart, i 
Though aeroplanes are frequently used for 
such purposes in America, it is believed that 
this is the first time that such a survey has 
been carried out in Ireland, It was rendered 
necessary owing to the impassable state of 
many of the roads round Dublin, and it i« 
probable that a similar flight will be made 
to-day if conditions have not improved 
éufficiently, 


BOARD’S STATEMENT. 


Tha following statement was issued by 
the Electricity Supply Board last night :— 

“The Electricity Supply Board is doing 
everything possible to repair the transmission 
lines between Dublin and Ardnacrusha. 
Owing to the roads being impassable in 
certaim areas an aeroplane was used by one 
of the Board's engineers to locate the exact 
position of the breaches in the dines, 
exact damage is now known, and the Board’s 
staff ia working continuously /epairing the 
lines,. It is hoped to have main lines to 
Ardnaerusha, which were broken at two. 
points, back in operation to-morrow after-- 
noon. Inthe meiintime, Dublin, Pembroke, 
Rathmines, Dun Laoghaire and Killiney areas 
are being fed from the Pigeon House 8 
but owing to unfavourable tide conditions at 
the Pi House the fuli capacity of the 
station is not available, 
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station,» i 


“The Board, therefore, earnestly request 
all comsumiers to restrict thesuse of electricity 
as far as le to-morrow (Monday). If con- 
sumers will help in this way it will be pos- 
sible to provide a supply in the areas 
mentioned until the supply is resumed from 
Ardnacrusha to-morrow evening, when an un- 
restricted supply will be available. Should 
consumers not co-operate in this way the 
Board will be forced to cut off completely 
some sections of the Dublin area. e co- 
operation given by large consumers in 
restricting the demand during the past few 
days has helped considerably in maintaming 
the supply.” | 

On inquiry it was learned that an 
abnormally low tide occurred at the time 
of the peak demand on the Pigeon House 
station. 


RAILWAY SERVICES. 


The railway service from Dublin was almost 
completely disorganised, and an official stated 
on Saturday that he could not remember 
when it had been interfered with to such an 
extent before, Affairs, nevertheless, have 
improved in a surprising manner since Friday. 
The suburban services are run again, 
though only as far as Greystones, while the 
line tá Dublin and Cork is now clear, 
and trains from the South arrived at Kings- 
bridge on Saturday very little behind their 
normal time. The Midland section seems to 
have suffered worst, and, as usual, it is impos- 
sible to find out what the exact state of 
affairs may be. No trains arrived at the 
Broadstone either on Friday or Saturday, but 
it was later announced that the line had been 
cleared as far as Mullingar. Communication 
with Limerick has also n established, but 
no trains could be run to Tullow or Carlow, 
and it is not known whether the Rosslare 
route to Cork is open. 

Contrary to a previous statement, the com- 
pany are not using snow ploughs to clear | 
the line, a heavy fall of snow being so rare 
in this country that the use for such imple- 
ments has never arisen before. Light engines 
have been sent out on “ scouting expeditions ”’ 
in various directions, and it is from the 
reports brought back by their drivers that 
the officials can estimate the state of affairs. 
The hope was expressed at Kingsbridge cn 
Saturday that all sections of the system 
would be o again by this morning, and 
that it would again be possible to run a full 
service of trains. 

The 10 a.m. train from Harcourt Street 
Station, Dublin, will travel ag far as Wick- 
low, and from there passengers will be trans-

for a large proportion of Dublin s milk supply 
comes from the Munster farmers. Wicklow 
is another source, and, in the absence of a 
rail service, arrangements were made to bring 
Saturday’s milk supply by lorry from the 
Wicklow farms. Of course, a certain amount 
of disorganisation was imevitable, and many 
householders have been left without their 
usual ration, but there is no real danger of 
a shortage. 


GREATLY IMPROVED 
CONDITIONS. | 


SHIPPING AT DUBLIN. 


While there was a great improvement in 
the weather in Dublin ge us the effects 
of the storm were still felt. Telegraphic and 
telephonic communication had considerably 
improved, and in the afternoon there were 
three: lines to London, one to Liverpool, two 
to Manchester, and two to Cork. The electric 
light in the city was quite satisfactory, the 
railway services were fairly normal for a 
Sunday, and the Dublin United Tramway 
Company carried on the usual service. 

As regards shipping, sixteen vessels which 
had been weather-bound at the port of 
Dublin sailed yesterday for cross-Channel 
ports. All the vessels that were due to 
arrive in port on Sunday put in, and their 
captains reported that weather conditions in 
the Channel had vastly improved, The 
British and Irish, the London, Midland and 
Scottish, and the Burns and Laird lines have 
resumed their normal services. 


DEATH IN THE SNOW. 
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RAILWAYMAN’S FATE, 


An employé of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways, Michael Dowd, was found dead in the 
snew on Saturday afternoon only a few 
hundred yards from his own home at Rath- 
coole, County Dublin. Dowd was about forty 
vears old and was employed at the railway 
works at Inchicore. 

His, failure to arrive home on Friday night 
did not cause any alarm to his family, ag it 
was thought that he had been prevented 
from ogg, so by the bad weather. On 
Saturday, however, one of his neighbours, 
Joseph Kavanagh, set out to obtain a supply 
of milk and found Dowd lying dead in the 
snow. The body was almost completely 
covered, 

Dowd, who leaves a wife and six children, 
probably succumbed from exhaustion while 
trying to make his way home on Friday night.

Local telegraph and telephonic communica- 
tion was only partly interrupted, and gh 
many roads were blocked with snow drifts in 
exposed areas, traffic was by no means 40 
seriously disorganised as in the northern half 
of Munster and the rest of Ireland. Local 
trains ran fairly well up to time, but main 
line trains from Dublin were, of course, all 
very late, while the Rosslare express on 
Saturday and to-day was several hours behind 
time, due largely to delays across the 
Channel.

The sei raph now in vse at Tath- 
farnham Castle, which is the only ‘one ‘n 
Ireland used for this purpose, is not of a 
standard type, and, therefore, difficulties 
arise in comparing records with those of 
seijsmographs in Britain and other countries, 
owing to the disparity in the pen-swings 
of the respective instruments. In practice, 
measurements of shocks by the extent of the 
swings is not. an exact process, as the swings 
are affected by the influence of temperature 
on the instrument. 

As a matter of fact, the Rathfarnham 
eee at “o differs from any other in the 
world. ‘It differs chiefly in the manner in 
which the pendulum is suspended. This ten- 
foot pendulum, which hangs into a well under 
the instrument, is the fundamental basis of 
the recording o tion. Being of the in- 
verted type, weighted above the ground by 
& huge: bob of nearly two tons, it remains 
stable while the table of the instrument itself 
moves with the vibrations which pass through 
the earth from the scene of the earthquake. 
The movement of the instrument is magnified 
by a construction of levers which displaces 
a moving roll of paper, passing under two 
capillary pens attached to the pendulur 
Like the pendulum, , the remain stable, 
and the osciMation of the paper causes it to 
receive waving instead of straight lines when 
vibration occurs.

A barge fall of cement broke away from its 
moorings at Clontarf on Friday night, ani, 
colliding with the jetty, carried away a por.

Many Scotch visitors arrived in Dublin for 
the International Rugby match, only to find 
that it had been postponed until April Ist on 
aceount/of the storm. Most of the visitors 
spent their time inspecting the shops in a 
rather disconsolate manner, and many paid 
a call to the sweepstake office, where a largo 
number of subscriptions were taken.

Inquiries at the Harbour Master’s office in 
Dublin on Saturday showed that the weather 
had mach abated from that of the previous 
day. Although there was a slight gale ani 
poor visibility, ships had no difficulty in find. 
ing their way to port, and conditions were 
described as “ normal,” The mail boat and 
the B. and I. steamer arrived as usual, the 
former carrying a number of Scottish Rugby 
enthusiasts. 


DAMAGE AT HOWTH. 

Howth had no light “mí on Friday 
night, and, as the power alse ailed for pump- 
ing the water supply, there was also dancer 
of a shortage of water.

It refers to the big advertising scheme 
which was undertaken by the Council early 
in January, 1932, and which went on at 
frequent intervals until August, 1932. It 
was made possible by the kindness of Mr. 
R. J. Duggan, who placed at their disposal a 
considerable sum of money for Press adver- 
tising, the sole conditions being that the 
advertising be general, with no reference to 
any particular firm, that it be non-political, 
and that the amount available be spent over a 
limited period. The Conncil gratefully 
accepted the public-spirited offer, and pre- 
pared a series of advértisements, covering the 
principal industries of the country—agricul- 
ture, building, textiles, making-up trades, 
brewing and _ distilling, confectionery, 4 
number of subsidiary industries, and some 
general propaganda on behalf of national 
products. ” 

From all sides thev had testimony as to 
the value of the advertising campaign i 
stimulating interest in Irish industrial 
matters, and in creating a public opinion 
favourable to the development of a more 
balanced national economy than that hitherto 
favoured. 

While entirely non-political in trend, the 
facts put before the country by their Associa- 
tion coincided with the general election 
campaign of February, 1952, and materially 
helped to make national economics an issue 
for the electorate.
